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MAN ENTERS GROUNDED DISC - 


Our Caracas informant, Horacio Gonzales, forwarded to APRO alcng with 
the spot, the following story: 


Doctor B was @riving along the hishway about 75 miles froth his 
hotel in an isolated region celled Bahia Blanca, in Argentina, when 
he saw the metallic discoide odject resting on the ground to his left 
off the highway. He stopned the car to investigate’ and immediately 


decided it must be one of the much-discussed 'flving saucers'. He 


watched it for a few moments to see what it would do, but as-nothing 


took place, he approached it and saw an opening or door in it's sice. 
He locked inside and it appeared to be empty. There was a red lisht. 
pulsating in the dome at _intcrvals cf one second. Curious, he went 


‘inside and was surprised to sce a sort of curved divan with three 


seats; two of which were occupied by small beings covered from hoad 
to foot (cxeept for’ an opening for the face) in a kind of tight-fit- _ 
ting overall of a brown color. He estimated the height.of the beings 
ur feet, Their faccs scomed charred or burnt, with | 
holes where the eyes should have becn. Anothor of the littlc creas 
tures was sprawlcd in a scat. situated in approximately the center of 


the enclosure. 


In front of thom was a screen with rays playing on it, and on 
top of the scrcon was a globe of glass or otner transparent material 

which was rotating. An ungovernable impulse urged Dr. B to touch one 
of the creatures, and it felt stiff and rigid. It was then, he said, 


that some inner voice told him to get out as soon as possible as he 


wre 


was in the presenccof 'strange life' and he rushed to his car and spe 
off at high speed, not-stovping until he reachod his hotel, He ros 
lated his story to a fow intimate friends and armed with a camera, 
they decided to return. But as night. had already fallen, and duc to 


the isolation of the region, they refrained Trom going that very night 


but returned to the place the next day. On reaciing the spot, all 
that was found where the dise had rested was a heap of ashese 


Dr. Be. took 2 pictures of the ash heap and cach of the three men 
of the group actually fcolt it with his hands which turned a purplish 
color. | 


Doctor Be anc his friends were wandering around the site looking | 
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for additional clucs, when upon looking upwards, they saw three ob= 
jects. One of the objects was cisar-shened and situatcd at a very ~ 
high altitude, end the other two objects were discoide and smallor, 
One of the discs was hovering avove them at an estimated height of 
about 600 meters, and Dr. B. estimated it's diameter. to be about 10 - 
meters. He began to take pictures hurriedly. In all, he snapped 5 
~or 6 bohahdis only two of which show the objects with any degree of

The_group felt that. they were observed during their search and 
picture taking for the two discs shot up, MSRGzZD with the cigar= 
shaped object which, after travelling horizontally for a short dis~ 
tance, turned blood red, made a 90 degree turn and disappeared into 
space in a few seconds, ascending vertically. The Dr. estimated the 
speed to be about 12,000 kilometers per houre

Dr. B. told Mr, Gonzales during a personal interview, that al-« 
though the object. which he had entered had a metallic appearance, it 
felt sort of resilient like rubber,.and that there were some holes or 
vents in the floor. ror weeks afterward he said, he suffered from a 
fever or high body temperature and his skin was covered with blisters. 
Although he consulted several doctors, none were able to diagnose his 
iilness nor relicve it and it went away after a time, Dr. b. had 
boen woaring green-tinted sunglasses wnen he entered the disc, and 
the outline of the. glasses was impinged in red around both cyecs. One 
Doctor tested him with a gciger counter but could find no trace of 
radioactivity. However, greenish spots were visible on his skin, and 
which diappeared with the application of Listerinc. 


Mr. Gonzales, when he forwarded one’ negative and two prints of 
one of the exposures made, also made a few comments about:the social 
standing and charactcr.of Dr. 3.” Incidentally, Dr. Be. is an acronau-= 
tical cnginecr with a Doctor's degree.
